—over 8300 mothers and infants, many of 
whose lives had been despaired of, were 
nursed back to health on the shores of Lake 
Ellyn. 

New Hospital Is Selected. 

The Glen Ellyn university building, which 
was occupied last year by Tux TRIBUNE 
hospital, was destroyed by fire in the spring, 
and it became necessary to select a new site 
for the charity. Miss Holmes personally 
shouldered this task, and after visiting sites 
which had been suggested in nearly every 
point of easy access to Chicago the old Neit- 
nor homestead, on the outskirts of West 
Chicago, was selected and leased.

The grounds immediately seiceatiadtinel Tun 
TRIBUNE summer hospital are five acres in 
extent and upon them nearly every tree 
known to this climate can be found. The 
grounds are surrounded by an evergreen 
hedge and on three sides of the place great 
farms stretch off to the horizon, while from 
the fourth side a clay road overhung by the 
tangled branches of oaks and elms rune to 
the town of West Chicago and to the station 
of the Northwestern railroad. 

Dr. Evans has consented to sélect the staff 
of physicians for the hospital and will name 
a corps of physicians to serve at the hospi- 
tal, and also a consulting staff of Chicago 
doctors.

It will be seen that of the 800 simple forms given more than one-half are preferred 
by Webster’s dictionary, more than six-tenths by. the Century, and two-thirds by the 
Nearly all the rest are allowed by all three dictionaries as alternative spell- 
ings, béing in many cases held equal or superior in etymological accuracy to the forra 
nominally preferred: And the simpler forms here cited, such as blest, dript, dropt, stept. 
stopt, etc., are only a few out of a large number that appear in the authors mentioned. 
Such forms, the simplified spelling board states, were long familiar in both verse and 
prose, and constantly appear in both the authors and dictionaries of Shakspeare’s and 
Bacon's time, and even as late as in the letters of Scott, Lamb, and Tennyson.

PILLSBURY DIES OF APOPLEXY. 


Was World’s Greatest Player, Being 
Equally Supreme in Match, Tour- 
nament, and BlindfoldGames. ~~ 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 17.—Harry Neleon 
Pillsbury, the chess master, died here today 
of apoplexy, after an illness of many months. 
Pillsbury was born Dec. 5, 1872, at Somer- 
ville, ‘Mase., where the body will be taken, 
the funeral to be held there next Tuesday; 
Pillsbury. learned the, rudiments of che 
when he was 16 yearsolé-at the Deschapelies 
Chess club in Boston. His first notable vic- 
tory Was a score of five to four in a match 
with John F. Barry of Boston in 1891. 

In 1898 he won the New York City tourna- 
ment with a total score of seven out of a 
‘possible. nine, and in 1 won first prize at 
the Hastings tournament against many of 
the strongest players of the world. | 

This victory logically made him one of the 
quartet of the then most famous players 
named to compete at St. Petersburg—Lasker, 
‘Steinitz, Tehigorin, and Pillsbury. His score 
with the world champion, Lasker, was 3\% to 


In 1807 Pillsbury won from Showalter, the 
‘American chess championship which he con- 
firmed by a second match with Showalter 
in 1898, In @ll Pillsbury played in fourteen 
international chess tournaments and was a 
‘prize winner inall except at Cambridge 
Springs, Pa., in 1904, when he was ill. 

He showed his chess genius not alone by 
match and tournament play. At blindfold 
chess, it is said, his record has never been 
equaled. At Moscow he played twenty-two 
games without sight of the boards, and at 
Philadelphia twenty games, which feat he 
repeated at Vienna,

As it is, their 
hands are tied and they ane compelled to see 
their .competitors, whose head has now 
goné into the United States senate, protect- 
ed by patents issued to government naval 
officers and charging the government double 
rates in the meanwhile. 

In concluding their memorial the repre- 
sentatives of the independent powder com- 
pany make this appeal: 

“We admit the all dominating power of 
the powder trust over the government. The 
influence of its Washington lobby is not un- 
derestimated. Daily experience in defend- 
ing its trade against the ‘slush fund’ of 
the powder trust makes the thirty independ- 
ent manufacturers familiar with ita methods. 


Declares Congress Evasive. 


“We recognize the subtle, evasive argu- 
ments of congressmen who voted an appro- 
priation to build a government powder fac- 
tory at Indian Mead, and cartridge and gun 
factories at arsenals, that the government 
shouid not go into the powder business, but 
should vote millions to build battleships that 
are at the mercy of the powder trust. 

“ Yet we have confidently hoped that. the 
president and a majority in congress would 
see the wisdom of representing the pedple 
instead’ of the powder monopoly.

Per- 
sonally, I have operated a motor car for the 
last nine years and have never a8 .much as 
bumped into a milk wagon. 

“The dangerous driving ie all done by a 
lot of silly chauffeurs, who don't know what 
a machine is. They haven’t run an auto long 
enough to realize that foot passengers have 
just as much right to the streets as they 
have. One of these young idiots wrecked his 
auto and ran down a peddiler before my eyes 
in St. Louis and now he’s in jail, where he 
belongs.”” 

Mr. Gregory said, as aia several other au- 
tomobilists, that intemperate habits were re- 
sponsible for much fast driving and a good 
many accidents. 

“Too many highbalis make a mighty loose 
wrist,” said he. 


Cranks Are Held at Fault. 


Jerome Ellis, proprietor of a garage at 2 
Eldredge court, expects within a few days 
to have another garage, with sixty machines, 
at Thirty-fifth street and Forest avenue. 

“ When I get started,”’ said he, “ I] am go- 
ing to post the rules given by Mr. Thomas in 
THe TRIBUNE, with a few more of my own, 
and the first man who violates them while 
working for me will be discharged.
